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Hope Abandoned 
For Atcheson, 9 
Others in Crash 

HONOLULU. Aug. 18 (/P) — Death of Ambassador George 
C. Atcheson, jr., along with nine other persona in a plane 
crash at sea just west of Honolulu Saturday midnight was 
regarded as a virtual certainty today by military authorities, 
but air and surface search continued. 

Atcheson, chief U. S. political advisor in the Japanese 
occupation and chairman of the four-power council for 
Japan, was one of the four still missing. Five bodies were 
recovered yesterday, a sixth was seen to sink and three in- 
jured army men were rescued. The Hawaiian sea frontier, 
directing the search, reported there still was no trace of 
the missing men in the rough ' 



sea, and their chances of 
surviving 86 hours were so 
slender that almost no hope 
remained.

Atcheson Was 
Top Diplomat 
Ejdi Far^East 

TOKYO, Aug, IB ns.n — Oeorge 
Htcheson, 'Jr., top American diplo- 
mat Id tl4p^ waalSialrman of the 
allied colmcU of Japan, with 27 
years expertoace In far eastern af- 
fairs. 

He came to Tokyo as a represent- 
ative of the aUte department In 
Sept., 104S, one month after the 
occupation began. He had been des- 
ignated U. S. minister to Slam at 
the end of the war, but the state 
department felt greater need for 
him In this country and changed his 
-^8lgnment. 

His first Job In Japan was as Oen. 
Douglas MacArthur's personal po- 
litical adviser. Later, upon organlu- 
tlon of the allied councU for Japan 
tlirough action ot the big-four pow- 
ers, Atcheson became the supreme 
command's reprcaentaUve on the 
council and assumed Its chairman- 
ship. 

His work on the cotmcll was mark- 
ed with frequent clashes wlUi Lieut,. 
Oen. Kusma Derevyanko, repre 
sentaUve of Uio Soviet union, who 
ted Russian attacks on occupation 
administration ot Japanese atlalre. 

Atcheson stoutly and sharply de- 
tended ocoupaUon policies against 
all such assaults. Derevyanko left 
Tokyo recently for consultations In 
Moscow, Atcheson left Ttkyo last 
Friday. Intending to confer with 
state and war department ottlclals 
In Washington. His departure \/as 
believed to bo concerned with Unit- 
ed Statrfl plans preliminary lo Ihe 
Japunoie peace coiiterence, mid pre- 
sumably hU advice was wanted.

The government brought lis 
charge against the American Iron 
and Steel UuUtute and lU 100 
members. They comprise virtually 
all of the industry. 

The complaint Issued by the fed- 
eral trade commission charged that 
the Institute, by working to fix 
Identical prices among members, de- 
stroyed competition and was unfair 
and discriminatory to steel consum- 
ers. It also charged that the in- 
dustry's pricing system prohibited 
members from cutUng prices, 

Ifvldence that the Iron and atcel 
producers dominated, controlled and 
manipulated the market collecUvely 
through the inaUtute was shown, the 
govenunent said, by the steel price 
rise In July. 

"Producer-respondents collectively 
supported that Increase through the 
officers of the Institute," the com- 
plaint said. "RepresentaUve pro-^ 
due er-respon dents have announced 
that the Increases aggregated hun- 
dreds of millions of dollars."

Joint Western Arms 
Agency Is Proposed 

QUITANDINHA, Brazil, Aug. 18 (/P)— The United States 
formally proposed today that the inter-American conference 
discuss immediately the creation of a military »gaat^ tb 
back up the hemisphere's mutual defense trea^. Sen. Tom 
Connally, D., Tex., a member of the U. S. delegation, sub- 
mitted a United States outline for conference procedure. 

It would empower the committee on voting procedure to 
discuss now "the creation of a hemisphere military agency 
and the supply of forces." It was previously believed that all 
discussion on military mech- 
anism for the treaty would 
be held over for the inter- 
American conference at 
Bogota next January.
